undertaking, appears more and more daily; not only in 
BOLTON, but in the adjacent places from whence Chil- 
dren come conſtantly to the School, Who live in the 
country ſeyeral miles ff. 
Many of the poor Children about Bo TOR have 
been greatly neglected in their education, and are al- 
moſt a proyerb for wickednels, eſpecially ſabbath-breax- 
ing: which crime, is often the fore-runner of. the worſt _ 
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We fee, at preſent, the proſpect of a glorious'refor- If , 
mation. Among many who attend at our place, there 
is already a great change in their manners, and morals. 
They are taught to read and write by perſons who are 
well qualified for the work. Many of the Children 
can read well in the Bible, and write a tolerable hand, 
 —ſo that they are qualified for any common capacity 
in life, with reſpect to learning. Their natural ruſti- 
city is alſo greatly worn off, and their behaviour is mo- 
deſt, and decent. About one hundred are taught to 
ſing (by thoſe well ſkill'd in the art) in which branch 
they have made great proficiency, to the admiration of 
thoſe who hear them. | | | 
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But what is better than all the reſt, the principles of 
Religion are inſtilled into their minds. The Maſters 
_ endeavour to impreſs them with the fear of God; and 

by that; to make all vice and wickedneſs become hateful 
to them ;—and urge to obedience by the precepts an- 
motives of the goſpel. Each claſs is {poken to, ſepa 
rately, every Sunday, on the nature of religion; and 

they are taught their duty to God, their neighbour, and 
themſelves.; and the inſtructiont are enforced by ſeric

The Maſters ſtill ſtand in their ſtations ;— 
not as hirelings, who get their taſk over as ſoon as poſ- 
ible, - but as men of God, who labour to do all the 
good they can: And the Lord owns them, and pleſſes 
their labours.
